1. (Amended) An insertable medical device having a protective surface coating, said coating 
comprising [a polymer selected from the group consisting of] at least one thermoplastic polymer. 
[polymers and] at least one thermosetting [polymersj polymer. or mixture thereof and said coating 
being noncontinuous on said medical device. 

27. (New) A dilatation balloon [having improved durability] formed from a thermoplastic 
polymer, said balloon having a protective coating applied to said dilatation balloon in a 
substantially uniform discontinuous pattern. 
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
